Progress of The Flames 


LOSS WILL AMOUNT TO $35,000 


Fire Started in Merritt's Restaurant 


and Rapidly Spreads to the Other 
Buildings Along the Main Street of 
the Town—One Woman With Small, 
Bahy Carried From a House That 
,-Was Soon After Burned—A Scene 
>of Desolation. 


The business section of Woodland 
•as almost completely destroyed by 
fire which started in Merritt's res- 


taurant about 10:55 o'clock Saturday 
night and which was not stayed in its 
progress until about 1 o'clock Sunday 
morning. 
When the 
flames 
were 


finally subdued it was found that IS 
or 19 buildings had been burned, in- 
cluding business, houses and dwellings 


But for the arrival of a fire engine 


1 from Clearfield shortly after 1 o'clock 


scarcely a building in the central part 
of the town would have 
been left 


standing. 


Fire Starts in Restaurant. 


James Merritt, who conducted 
a 


restaurant in the western part of 
the town, left the building in time to 
/catch the Pennsylvania train leaving 


/Woodland at 10:55. He was at the 
' station 
when 
someone remarked: 


"Merritt, that place of yours is on 
'Are." Merritt replied, "O, I guess not" 


Just at this time the train pulled in- 


>'*£o the station and Merritt boarded it 
,''for his home in Clearfield. By this 


time ar alarm of fire was sounded 
and the citizens hastened to the scene 
The restaurant was found to be a 
mass of flames, and the residents of 
the main 'street, seeing that a disas- 
trous fire would 
sweep 
along the 


'thoroughfare, began to remove their 
household goods to places of safety. 


Flames Swept the Town. 


The restaurant was quickly burned 


and the residence adjoining on the 
west followed. Next to this residence 
and close to it there was a dwelling 
house and this was only saved from 
destruction by the H. & W. fire com- 
pany with its chemical apparatus.

11:80 the firemen responded and en-

sary for thft,citizens of the town to 
build a day ver Roaring creek, which 
passes alf^ square from the street 
in t?hic|^ <>•* fire raged. From this 


fall. On the 
opposite side of the 


street the Barger restdurant building 
was badly damaged 
and windows 


were broken by the heat in the Vul- 
can Trading company's store building, 
close to the Shivery residence. 


Sunday morning the 
ruins still 


smouldered and the scene of the holo- 
caust was a most discouraging one to 
the citizens of Woodland. 


Loss Will Reach $35,000. 


It is estimated that the total loss 


on buildings and contents will reach 
$35,000,"on which there was compara- 
tively small insurance. 


Alex Dugan was the heaviest loser 


on buildings, while James Palmer lost 
heaviest on stock, his hardware store 
having contained a large lot of goods. 
Very few household goods were burn- 
ed, the householders having had time 
in which to remo\re their possessions 
to places of safety.

Mexico City, July 20—Until General

was learned yesterday from a source 
high in the revolutionary councils. 


In the meantime General Carranza 


is making every effort to prevent any 
hostile demonstration against Presi- 
dent Carbajal by revolutionary bands 
in the vicinity of the capital. He has 
urged General Zapata and other south 
ern leaders to make no attempt to en- 
ter the city. It is believed that Carran- 
za himself may arrive in the capital 
some time this week to consult with 
President Carbajal. 


When the revolutionary forces now 


in possession of San Luis Potosi and 
the railway between that city and the 
capital in comparatively good condi- 
tion, there is no reason why Carranza 
and a portion of his forces should not 
enter Mexico City peacefully within 
the next few days. 


7000 Troops Ordered to Capital. 
Monterey, Mexico,. July 19—(Via 


Laredo, Tex.,) July 20—Seven thous- 
and Constitutionalist troops were or- 
dered to march toward Mexico City to 
be ready to preserve order there in 
case of an outbreak.

Murder of Cahnett*. SUrtled 


and Almost Tamil the Overthrew 
'of the French Republic—Primer 
Likely to Get Light Aenteace. 


(By International New« S»r»tce> 


Paris, July 20—Genevieve Henri- 


ette Caillaux was put on trial here to- 
day for the murder of Gaston Cal- 
mette, editor of Figaro. The political 
aspects make this easily the moat im- 
portant criminal case ever held here. 
It has already caused several cabinet 
convulsions. 
By his vindication in 


the recent elections, Joseph Caillaux, 
husband of the defendant, once pre- 
mier and four times minister of fin- 
apce, is again the strongest man in 
France and the real ruler of tne na- 
tion through Premier Viviani. 


The trial today began before 
five 


judges, M. Albanel presiding. 
There 


are fifty witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion nnd about twenty for the defense. 


Maitre Labori.the most famous cri- 


minal lawyer in France, heads Mme. 
Caillaux's counsel. He will concen- 
trate his efforts on lightening hi* 
client's punishment, as her guilt in 
certain. 
He will summon a leading 


surgeon to testify that her victim 
might have been saved if the bleed- 
ing had been stopped and no opera- 
tion attempted and that, therefore, 
she h not guilty of murder. Labor! 
will endeavor, also, to take full ad- 
vantage of the first offender's act. 


On account of the beauty of the de- 


fendant, her high position and the ele- 
ment of protection of her husband'* 
and her own honor involved in her 
crime, it is generally taken for grant- 
ed (that she w'll never receive th« 
death penalty and may fret off light- 
ly. 
It is expected the trial will last 


six dajs. The procureur general hat 
ordered all women barred from th« 
court room, but this edict probably 
will be modified. 


Despite her comparatively easy "on- 


finement in St. Lazare, Mme. Call- 
laux's appearance was seen today to 
have undergone a profound change 
since her arrest. She ha* aged great- 
ly and, while calm in manner shown 
no jauntiness of air. 
* 


Her crime was the result of a three 


months campaign of defamation that 
Calmette had carried on against her 
husband in the columns of the Figaro. 
Caillaux was then minister of finance 
and the real force in the cabinet. H« 
had pledged himself to the levying of 
an income tax. 
In the effort to pre- 


vent the passage of the income tax 
act Calmette accused Caillaux of 
many acts of political coruption, in- 
cluding connivance at 
the escape 


from justice of the financier, Rochette 
Finding Caillaux's position unshaken, 
Calmette grew desperate and publiMh- 
ed a letter written by Caillaux in 1901 
to his present wife, then the wife of 
another. 
It contained 
a 
pa»«uge, 


which indicated, the Figaro contended 
that Caillaux, while an ostensible sup- 
porter of the income tax, was secretly 
opposing it. 
The letter also might 


be 
construed as 
< omprising 
to 


Mme. 
Caillaux. She hail cause to be- 


lieve that Calmetle had other stolen 
letters written to her by Caillaux, *in 
his possession and she was driven tn * 
frenzy by the thought of theirYuminff 
publication and probable routUs to 
her and her husband. 


She drove in her automobile to the 


office of the Figaro on March 16 Unt 
and sent her card in to Calmettr. With 
Paul Bourget, an author he was about 
to leave, but when he read the card he 
remarked: "It is a woman. I mu*t re- 
ceive her." 


When Mme. Caillaux entered hi* 


private office he asked her courteous- 
ly what object .she had in visiting 
him. 


'You must know it is not to say 


Bonjour", she said. She then drew • 
pistol and fired five shots, four of 
which took effect. The editor died in 
a few hours. The slayer calmly await 
ed arrest.

Colonel Kills a Tapir. 


Telling of an exciting tapir hunt, 


Colonel Roosevelt says1 


The tapir was coming downstream 


at a great rate, only its queer head 
above water, while the dugouts were 
closing rapidly on It, the paddlers ut 
taring loud cries. As the tapir turned 
slightly to one side or the other the 
long, slightly upturned snont and the 
strongly pronounced arch of the crest 
along the head and upper neck gave 
It a marked and unusual aspect 


I could not shoot, for it was directly 


in line with one of the pursuing dug- 
outs. Suddenly It dived, the snout be- 
ing slightly curved downward as It 
did so. There was no trace of it; we 
gazed eagerly In all directions, the 
dugout in front came alongside our 
canoe, and the paddlers rested, their 
paddles ready. 


Then we made out the tapir clamber- 


Ing up the bank It had dived at right 
angles to the course it was following 
and swum under water to the veiy 
edge of the shore, rising under the 
overhanging tree branches at n point 
where a drinking trail for game led 
down a break In the bank 
The 


branches partially hid it, and it was 
in deep shadow, so that It did not of 
fer a very good shot 


My bullet went too far back, nnd the 


tapir disappeared in the forest at a 
gallop as If unhurt, although the bul- 
let really secured It by making it un 
willing to trust to its speed and loa\e 
the neighborhood of the water

and after it we went as fast as the 
paddle could ur^e us through the wa- 
ter. 
We were not In tune to head it, 


but foitunuMy soins of the dogs hod 
come down to the i iver'.s edge at the 
very point where the tapir was about 
to land 
Two or throe of (he dogs 


were swimming \Ve were more than 
half the bxeadth of tlie liver away 
-from the t.ipir and somewhat down 
stream when it d!\ ed 
It made fin as- 


touishiuglj long swini beneath the wa- 
ter this tiiuo. almost us if it had been 
u hippopotamus, tor it passed complete- 
ly under oui canoe and rose between 
us nnd the hither bank. 1 shot it, the 
bullet going into its. bialn, while it was 
thirty or forty jaids irom shore. 
I 


sank at once. 


Dangerous Peccaries. 


The small peccaiies go singly or in 


small patties and when chased take 
refuge in holes or hollow logs, where 
they show valiant fight, but the big 
peccaries go in herds of considerable 
size and are so truculent that they are 
reluctant to run and prefer either to 
move slow ly off, chattering their tusks 
and grunting, or else actually to 
charge. 


Where much persecuted the survi- 


vois gradually grow more willing to 
run, 
but their instinct Is not to run, 


but to trust to their truculence and 
their mass action for safety 
They In- 


flict a fearful bite nnd frequently kill 
dogs 
They often charge the hunters, 


and I have heard of men being badly 
wounded by them, while almost every 
man who hunts them often is occasion- 
ally forced to scramble up a tree to 
avoid a charge 
But I have never 


heard of a man being killed by them. 
They sometimes surround the tree In 
which the man has taken refuge and 
keep him up it 


Cherrle on one occasion in Costa Kica 


was thus kept up a tree for several 
hours by a great herd of 300 or 400 of 
these peccaries, nnd this although he 
killed several of them. Ordinarily, 
however, after making their charge 
they do not turn, but pass on out of 
sight 


Ugly looking Objects. 


Soon we heard the ominous groaning 


of the heid in fiont of us and almost

ed it forthw ith

Origin of the Fire. 


The fire is believer! to have originat 


ed from an oil stove in the Merritt 
restnurant. 
After 
Merritt left the 


restaurant was in charge of two girls, 
and these are said to have given the 
alarm of fire, stating that the oil 
stove had started the blaze.

LOSS WILL AMOUNT TO $35,000 


Fire Started in Merritt's Restaurant 


and Rapidly Spreads to the Other 
Buildings Along the Main Street of 
the Town—One Woman With Small, 
Bahy Carried From a House That 
,-Was Soon After Burned—A Scene 
>of Desolation. 


The business section of Woodland 
•as almost completely destroyed by 
fire which started in Merritt's res- 


taurant about 10:55 o'clock Saturday 
night and which was not stayed in its 
progress until about 1 o'clock Sunday 
morning. 
When the

finally subdued it was found that IS 
or 19 buildings had been burned, in- 
cluding business, houses and dwellings 


But for the arrival of a fire engine 


1 from Clearfield shortly after 1 o'clock 


scarcely a building in the central part 
of the town would have 
been left 


standing. 


Fire Starts in Restaurant. 


James Merritt, who conducted 
a 


restaurant in the western part of 
the town, left the building in time to 
/catch the Pennsylvania train leaving 


/Woodland at 10:55. He was at the 
' station 
when 
someone remarked: 


"Merritt, that place of yours is on 
'Are." Merritt replied, "O, I guess not" 


Just at this time the train pulled in- 


>'*£o the station and Merritt boarded it 
,''for his home in Clearfield. By this 


time ar alarm of fire was sounded 
and the citizens hastened to the scene 
The restaurant was found to be a 
mass of flames, and the residents of 
the main 'street, seeing that a disas- 
trous fire would 
sweep 
along the 


'thoroughfare, began to remove their 
household goods to places of safety. 


Flames Swept the Town. 


The restaurant was quickly burned 


and the residence adjoining on the 
west followed. Next to this residence 
and close to it there was a dwelling 
house and this was only saved from 
destruction by the H. & W. fire com- 
pany with its chemical apparatus.

Murder of Cahnett*. SUrtled 


and Almost Tamil the Overthrew 
'of the French Republic—Primer 
Likely to Get Light Aenteace. 


(By International New« S»r»tce> 


Paris, July 20—Genevieve Henri- 


ette Caillaux was put on trial here to- 
day for the murder of Gaston Cal- 
mette, editor of Figaro. The political 
aspects make this easily the moat im- 
portant criminal case ever held here. 
It has already caused several cabinet 
convulsions. 
By his vindication in 


the recent elections, Joseph Caillaux, 
husband of the defendant, once pre- 
mier and four times minister of fin- 
apce, is again the strongest man in 
France and the real ruler of tne na- 
tion through Premier Viviani. 


The trial today began before 
five 


judges, M. Albanel presiding. 
There 


are fifty witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion nnd about twenty for the defense. 


Maitre Labori.the most famous cri- 


minal lawyer in France, heads Mme. 
Caillaux's counsel. He will concen- 
trate his efforts on lightening hi* 
client's punishment, as her guilt in 
certain. 
He will summon a leading 


surgeon to testify that her victim 
might have been saved if the bleed- 
ing had been stopped and no opera- 
tion attempted and that, therefore, 
she h not guilty of murder. Labor! 
will endeavor, also, to take full ad- 
vantage of the first offender's act. 


On account of the beauty of the de- 


fendant, her high position and the ele- 
ment of protection of her husband'* 
and her own honor involved in her 
crime, it is generally taken for grant- 
ed (that she w'll never receive th« 
death penalty and may fret off light- 
ly. 
It is expected the trial will last 


six dajs. The procureur general hat 
ordered all women barred from th« 
court room, but this edict probably 
will be modified. 


Despite her comparatively easy "on- 


finement in St. Lazare, Mme. Call- 
laux's appearance was seen today to 
have undergone a profound change 
since her arrest. She ha* aged great- 
ly and, while calm in manner shown 
no jauntiness of air. 
* 


Her crime was the result of a three 


months campaign of defamation that 
Calmette had carried on against her 
husband in the columns of the Figaro. 
Caillaux was then minister of finance 
and the real force in the cabinet. H« 
had pledged himself to the levying of 
an income tax. 
In the effort to pre- 


vent the passage of the income tax 
act Calmette accused Caillaux of 
many acts of political coruption, in- 
cluding connivance at 
the escape 


from justice of the financier, Rochette 
Finding Caillaux's position unshaken, 
Calmette grew desperate and publiMh- 
ed a letter written by Caillaux in 1901 
to his present wife, then the wife of 
another. 
It contained 
a 
pa»«uge, 


which indicated, the Figaro contended 
that Caillaux, while an ostensible sup- 
porter of the income tax, was secretly 
opposing it. 
The letter also might 


be 
construed as 
< omprising 
to 


Mme. 
Caillaux. She hail cause to be- 


lieve that Calmetle had other stolen 
letters written to her by Caillaux, *in 
his possession and she was driven tn * 
frenzy by the thought of theirYuminff 
publication and probable routUs to 
her and her husband. 


She drove in her automobile to the 


office of the Figaro on March 16 Unt 
and sent her card in to Calmettr. With 
Paul Bourget, an author he was about 
to leave, but when he read the card he 
remarked: "It is a woman. I mu*t re- 
ceive her." 


When Mme. Caillaux entered hi* 


private office he asked her courteous- 
ly what object .she had in visiting 
him. 


'You must know it is not to say 


Bonjour", she said. She then drew • 
pistol and fired five shots, four of 
which took effect. The editor died in 
a few hours.

Ariponan, but it was still left in 


as a creek, the mapmaker having no 
idea whatever of its size or Importance 


Colonel Kills a Tapir. 


Telling of an exciting tapir hunt, 


Colonel Roosevelt says1 


The tapir was coming downstream 


at a great rate, only its queer head 
above water, while the dugouts were 
closing rapidly on It, the paddlers ut 
taring loud cries. As the tapir turned 
slightly to one side or the other the 
long, slightly upturned snont and the 
strongly pronounced arch of the crest 
along the head and upper neck gave 
It a marked and unusual aspect 


I could not shoot, for it was directly 


in line with one of the pursuing dug- 
outs. Suddenly It dived, the snout be- 
ing slightly curved downward as It 
did so. There was no trace of it; we 
gazed eagerly In all directions, the 
dugout in front came alongside our 
canoe, and the paddlers rested, their 
paddles ready. 


Then we made out the tapir clamber- 


Ing up the bank It had dived at right 
angles to the course it was following 
and swum under water to the veiy 
edge of the shore, rising under the 
overhanging tree branches at n point 
where a drinking trail for game led 
down a break In the bank 
The 


branches partially hid it, and it was 
in deep shadow, so that It did not of 
fer a very good shot 


My bullet went too far back, nnd the 


tapir disappeared in the forest at a 
gallop as If unhurt, although the bul- 
let really secured It by making it un 
willing to trust to its speed and loa\e 
the neighborhood of the water

paddle could ur^e us through the wa- 
ter. 
We were not In tune to head it, 


but foitunuMy soins of the dogs hod 
come down to the i iver'.s edge at the 
very point where the tapir was about 
to land 
Two or throe of (he dogs 


were swimming \Ve were more than 
half the bxeadth of tlie liver away 
-from the t.ipir and somewhat down 
stream when it d!\ ed 
It made fin as- 


touishiuglj long swini beneath the wa- 
ter this tiiuo. almost us if it had been 
u hippopotamus, tor it passed complete- 
ly under oui canoe and rose between 
us nnd the hither bank. 1 shot it, the 
bullet going into its. bialn, while it was 
thirty or forty jaids irom shore. 
I 


sank at once. 


Dangerous Peccaries. 


The small peccaiies go singly or in 


small patties and when chased take 
refuge in holes or hollow logs, where 
they show valiant fight, but the big 
peccaries go in herds of considerable 
size and are so truculent that they are 
reluctant to run and prefer either to 
move slow ly off, chattering their tusks 
and grunting, or else actually to 
charge. 


Where much persecuted the survi- 


vois gradually grow more willing to 
run, 
but their instinct Is not to run, 


but to trust to their truculence and 
their mass action for safety 
They In- 


flict a fearful bite nnd frequently kill 
dogs 
They often charge the hunters, 


and I have heard of men being badly 
wounded by them, while almost every 
man who hunts them often is occasion- 
ally forced to scramble up a tree to 
avoid a charge 
But I have never 


heard of a man being killed by them. 
They sometimes surround the tree In 
which the man has taken refuge and 
keep him up it 


Cherrle on one occasion in Costa Kica 


was thus kept up a tree for several 
hours by a great herd of 300 or 400 of 
these peccaries, nnd this although he 
killed several of them. Ordinarily, 
however, after making their charge 
they do not turn, but pass on out of 
sight

dead.
